mid-Atlantic on Thursday destroyed the liner Volturno on 
her voyage from Rotterdam to New York with a loss of 
either 136 or 236 of her passengers and crew. 


Ten other liners, called hy wireless to the rescue, 


were standing hy impotent to avert the tragedy owing to 
•the mountainous se,as. 


Again, the wireless played a leading part in the 


drama. By its means and through -the heroism of those 
who responded-to the call the. lives-of 531 of those on 
board the Volturno were saved.

Figures Do Not Agree. 


Officials of the latter company de- 


clared this morning that those on board 


included 24 cabin and 540 steerage pas- 


sengers with a crew of fl3, making a to- 


tal of 657. 
The wireless dispatch re- 


ceived from the Carmania said that 521 


had been saved and 236 had lost their 


lives. This makes a total of 75T or just 
100 more than the number on board as 
r'ven by the company.

Liverpool, Oct. 11.—Captain Barr's 


official report of the disaster, sent to 
the offices of the Cunard line here, 
was timed on board the Ciirmauiu at 
0:30 this morning. It says: 


"The Volturno wus abandoned on 


account of fire on Friday, Oct. 10, in 
latitude 48.25 north, longitude 34.33 
west. All the survivor, were taken 
off. .

passengers, including women and chil- 
dren in horror stricken fear on the decks 
of the Voiturno and yet be unable to 
help them. Most of the passengers got 
into the Voltunio's life boats but a 
hundred of them had gathered at the 
after end of the burning vessel whose 
crew at the same time continued in vain 
to fight the fire at her forward end. 
Captain Barr, of the Carmania in the 
meanwhile kept his wireless apparatus 
at work communicating with all the 
vessels within the radius of liis instru- 
ments.

the maze of pensions to poor widows so 
that they shall not he separated from 
their children. Indiana has devised and 
put in perfect operation a system of re- 
lief which does not separate families and 
which brings it home to each worthy de- 
lendent, making each case :i matter of 
Individual investigation so that the re- 
lief is applied directly to the spot where 
it is needed, while the state, is saved 
from a wholesale pension scheme, in 
which much would be wasted.

Pittsburg, Oct. 11.—S. W. Straus, 


Chicago, president of the banking firm of 
S. W. Straus & Co., New York and Chi- 
cago, was in Pittaburg in the interest of 
an organization he is perfecting through- 
out the country to promote thrift. There 
is no solicitation of funds. The work'is 
to proceed by inquiry, education and dis- 
cussion. 
Mr. Straus talked about his 


subject thus: 


"Extravagance is the great American 


national vice. We are'a people of spend- 
ers. .Only a tremendous prosperity and 
a. tremendous earning power could with- 
stand the inroads we make on our re- 
sources, both individually and collective- 
ly, through waste and extravagance. It 
rins been justly said that a French fam- 
ily can live on what an American family 
throws away, and the high cost of liv- 
ing, in most cases, boils itself down 
simply to a question of the cost of high 
living. 


"The American Society for Thrift has 


been organized to teach people thrift, to 
show how easy it is to start a systematic 
individual campaign of saving by men, 
women and children, and to make clear 
the rewards in money and character that 
thrift always brings. I am in this city 
to investigate local conditions in regard 
to thrift. 


Thrift Once Prevailed. 


"We were not always an extravagant 


people. Our extravagance is the result 
of the tremendous prosperity we have 
alloyed since the civil war—such a pros- 
perity as no other nation has ever known 
in the history of the world.

Principal' Lane's Plan. 


The social reform plai', suggested by 


Principal C. T. Lane and submitted to 
the different classes is as follows: 


There has been a good deal of talk 


lately about the :ocial life of tho high 
school. Talk alone, howevel. never gets 
anywhere. 
Jf there is to be any im- 


provement (and certainly some improve- 
ment is possible), t omebody must propose 
a definite plan. The principal therefore 
ventures to suggest the following out- 
line of a plan to organic and improve 
the social life of the school. The suc- 
cess of any such plan depends upon the 
cordial and sympathetic co-operation of 
the school nnd the faculty. Your prin- 
cipal accordingly asks that both stu- 
dents and teacher, "ive the plnn careful 
consideration and sympathetic support. 
The fundamental idea of the plan is to 
leave the initiative nnd management of. 
school events in the Lands of students 
as far as possible and to secure for them 
the sympathetic counsel and co-opera- 
tion of older and more experienced peo- 
ple which it is confidently believed that 
right-minded young people feel the need 
of and will cordially appreciate. If this 
plan works wel! a similar organization 
may later be effected to help the debat- 
ing society, and any other literary or- 
ganizations that may be established, and 
another perhaps f-.r music and another 
for nthletica. Your principal feels, how- 
ever, that organization for social man- 
agement is the most urgent and that 
one thing at a time is the best plan. 


1. To establish a body that shall be 


known as the Advisory Social council of 
the high school. 
, (a) This body. to consist of one or 
more of the officers of each class and x 
committee of three (more 
or 
fewer) 


elected by each class to be known ns 
the .social committee of the class. 


(b) Of a faculty representation of 


four or more to be selected by the fac- 
ulty or appointed by the principal as the 
faculty may prefer. 
• 


2. Tbe business of this council shall 


be to make a social program for tbe 
year as early in tbe. year as may be 
practicable. 
(By social 
program 
is 


meant a list of the social events to be 
undertaken during the year with dates. 
The object is to limit the events to n 
reasonable number and to 
distribute 


them ™ris«ly as to dates. It is possible 
that if the number of evenings and the 
dates when * hall will b« needed can \K 
determined early in the year a contract 


erones need not necessarily bo teach- 
ers. 


(c) 
This council or some committee 


of it shall act ns advisers of the class 
committee in charge of any social event 
given by class or school. 


This council shall have no duties in 


connection with ..iy social event given 
at a nrivate house. 


(d) 
The council may in its discretion 


arrange for talks to be given to the 
girls and boys of each or any class sep- 
arately on topics connected with soci.il 
propriety. 


(o) • Initiative shall be left as far as 


possible to the students of the school. 
The. 
council should determine the num 


her and character of the social events 
of the school and take .all feasible means 
to make the social life of the school so- 
cially educational as well as pleasant. 


(By "socially educational" it is meant 


that the aim should "UR to have school 
social affairs so conducted that young 
people may learn simply by observation 
social decorum as practiced by well brci' 
people.) 


(f) 
An attempt should be made fo 


eliminate the commercial clement from 
the social life of the school. The ex- 
penses should be paid by the organiza- 
tion giving it and not by the, sale ol 
tickets. 
Invitations to people oiitsiik 


the school should'in_a__gcncral'way hi 
left to tho council or to some commit 
ten of it. 


The above arc 
merely suggestion? 


The important thing is to establish tli 
council and settle its composition. Teach- 
ers have a copy of these suggestions anil 
will gladly consult with pupils.

plnn cannot of course go into effect be- 
fore next fall, lint even-thin!; can be 
talked over so that class social commit- 
tees may be elected when class organiza- 
tions take plaqe in September, and the 
plan may bo ready for operation by tho 
time it is needed.

The road as is planned is to be 
Imilt by the association, with what help 
it can secure from the states through 
which it passes. To carry out the work 
the association will have about $10,000,- 
000, more than half of which has al- 
ready been raised through subscriptions 
from manufacturers of automobiles, auto 
accessories and cement manufacturers. 


A concrete road, fifteen feet wide and 


nine inches in depth, would cost, Mr. 
Fisher figured, about $12,000 a mile. The 
association would pay toward this $2,000 
per mile, or more if possible. In Indi- 
ana, where roa'rt building material . is 
comparatively cheap, the estimate, he 
said, was probably high. The remainder 
of the $10,000,000 needed is being raised 
through subscription from auto owners 
and exponents of good roads and certifi- 
cates of membership in the association 
are being sold for 85 each. No one gets 
a cent of the money collected save tbo 
national secretary, who Is on a salary.

Lewis, of Maryland, both of whom are 
members of the labor committee and 
both union men.

He 
urged on them the consideration by con- 
gress of a bill to establish a "national 
employment bureau." And at the pros 
en time it looks very much as if this 
purpose would be successful. 


Although the fact lias not yet been 


made public, it is learned that both Con- 
gressmen Lewis and Nolan now have' 
under consideration drafts of such 
a 


proposed bill, and that such legislation 
has been seriously discussed with" a num- 
ber of well known social workers and 
economists who are the real authors of 
the bill. 


H is also understood that the men be- 


hind this move have interested Secretary 
of Labor W. B. Wilson and Assistant 
Secretary Louis F. Post in the project, 
and that Postmaster General Burleson is 
giving serious attention to the matter. 
Assistant Secretary Post has promised 
his active support. 


The proposed bill, while it embodies 


a principle which has been in successful 
operation for years in foreign countries 
—notably Gennanv anj 
England—as 


well as in a number of states of the 
union, is nevertheless sweeping and revo- 
lutionary in its effect. The bill proposes 
to establish a nation"! employment bu- 
reau under the supervision of the de- 
partment of labor, using the postoffices 
all over the country as labor employ- 
ment bureau'. • Certain first or second

changes," for specified districts which 
will include all the thi.d and fourth 
class postofHces v/tthin a given radium. 
•Yorkers seeking r sitiona may file with 
.heir local postmaster or postmistress an 
application on a prescribed form, stating 
,he. kind of positi n desired, their quali- 
ications and-experience and other neces- 
sary information. Employers in need of 
workers similarly may file with the post-

:ions open.

:onr hours a worker's application has 
not secured him a position in the local

Any proposed bill on this subject is 


sure to contain a provision barring from 
the uae of the exchange any person, firm 
or corporatl.ii against whom its em- 
ployes are striking, or where a strike 
vote is being taken preparatory to a 
strike. Thus the exchange could not be 
used as a strike-breaking agency, aa so 
many private agencies ore now used. 


Outside of its obvious advantages in 


bringing into immediate contact workers 
and employers, one other great advant- 
age would be that the service would cost 
nothing to its beneficiaries. 
The ex- 


pense of handling the system would be 
surprisingly small, according to those 
who have studied the question. In the 
local country postcffice, for instance, the 
three or four applications a day which 
the postmaster might receive could be 
handled by him in the ordinary course 
of his work. 
In larger postoffices this 


work might require the services of a 
special clerk, but in no case could the 
expense bo, very great. In the case of 
private agencies the applicant must fre- 
quently pay a fee to register, varying 
from $1 to S3. and then pay a percent- 
ape, usually o per cent of the first year's 
sulnry, to the agency. 


Another important feature of such a 


system would be. its effect on the "white 
slave" traffic. 
For instance, a country 


girl desiring employment in the city, in- 
stead of trusting to chance, as she" does 
now. nnd perhaps being without employ- 
ment for several weeks or 
months— 


meanwhile the object of white slavers- 
would know before leaving her 
home 


where her employment was to be, her 
stilarvand tho character of the work. 
Besides this, white slavers who attempt- 
ed to use the service would face two 
penalties—the penalty under the Mann 
act, and also a penalty for using the 
mails for improper purpose's. 


It will readily be seen r.Iso how this

bond?. 


Promptly after the passage of the reso- 
lution improvement bonds to the amount 
of 513,892.71 were purchased by

city. This was under Mayor Rclierer's 
administration. 


Points Out New Losses. 


"During Mayor Berghoff's administra- 


tion, from 1002 to 1003, over $75,000 
were put in improvement bonds and to 
the credit of the electric light plant 
fund, and the records show that Mayor 
Berghoff bought bonds when the funds 
were down to SS.nOO early in 1!)05. The 
taxes, maturing bonds and interest on 
bonds raised this fund to more than 
$3^,000, which was on hand when Mr.
